LENINGRAD, USSR. 

MORE than 200 years ago 
the daughter of Peter I, Empyess 
Elizabeth, had a grand pleasure 
palace built for herself by the 
famous architect Rastrelli. The 
Anichkov palace then became 
the favorite of the Tsars. Its gar- 
dens, adjoining buildings and 
the the. palace itself occupy an 
immensé area in Lerfingrad. 

Today the Anichkov palace is 
maintained in all its - splendor. 
But the halls and rooms, corri- 
dors, balconies. and gardens re- 
sound no longer to the footsteps 
of ‘roval families, aristocrats .and 
their related crew. Today it be- 
longs to the “favored” of Soviet 
society. It is the Leningrad 
Palace of Pioneers. Daily the 
voices and laughter of between 
four and five thousand’ children 
ring from one end of the palace 
to the other, from one building 
to the other and across its spaci- 
ous gardens.- = 

What a far cry from’ the times 
when Catherine II ‘could simply 
present the palace and-all its 
grounds to one of her favorites, 
Potemkin, to play around with. 
After the Soviet revolution the 
palace became a museum. Then 
in 1934 various children’s and 
youth organizations petitioned 
Kirov ‘and other leaders of the 
Leningrad workers  organiza- 
tions to give them a palace for 
a Pioneer center. The petition 


ewas granted and 15 vears ago a 


great reconstruction job was com- 
pleted. There was a citvwide 
holiday as the palace’ became 
's cetner.
